(Editor's Note: The disturbing 
thought that while fighting Hitler 
abroad the United States and Eng- 
land are heading towards a form 
of Hitlerism at home is presented 
in the widely debated book, "The 
Road to Serfdom,” by Friedrich A. 
Hayek. 

(Dr. Hayek draws hls compar- 
isons from observations made at 
first hand. Having lived about halt 
hig life in Europe and half in Eng- 
lod and the United States; he has 
had a rare opportunity to watch 
both democratic and fascist trends. 
Born in Austria, he was director of 
the Austrian Izstitute for Economic 
Research during the riso of fas- 
cism In Central Europe. Since 1931 
he has been Professor of Economic 
Science at the University of Lon- 


(In "The Road to Serfdom.” Dr. 
Hayek emphasizes that it ís not 
persons of evil motive who are 
lending the way along the very 
same course that Germany fol 
lowed, but people having idealistic 
and humanitarian intentions, He 
points out that many people (who 
in the Unitel States sincerely call 
themselves conservatives or lib- 
erals) have become socialist in 
their thinking. Dr. Hayek warns 
that it was socialism "which 
spawned Nazism - in Germany 
through increasing government 
control, government power and 
national "planning."

One of the nation’s leading oil men, when 
opinion as to the total of our potential oil re 
said: “I do not have the remotest idea, and neither 
does anyone else. But on the basis of past experience, 
it appears that we have explored only about half of 
the potential oil lands in the continental United 
States.” He then pointed out thatthe only way to find 
out what is in the unexplored part is to drill holes 
and see. 

“Given reasonable encouragement and without un- 
necessary deterrents by governmental interference, 
it is the consensus of our industry that, if necessary, 
it can supply the people of the United States with oil 
from within its borders for many years to come. The 
oil industry is concerned about the present situation, 
for it is a stupendous job to supply the enormous war 
requirements, and we don’t like to have to cut down 
the civilian supply. The present situation is one for 
concern because, momentarily, we are using oil fas- 
ter than we are making new discoveries. The primary 
reason for that is that we are not drilling enough ex- 
ploratory wells, and the reason for that are a short- 
age of materials due to other war demands for these 
same materia!s; a serious shortage of skilled man- 
power; and a frozen price structure which we do not 


think sufficiently encourages wildcatting. We cannot | 


find oil unless we hunt for it. Every oil man is con- 
vinced that, as soon as the restrictive influences I 
mention disappear, new and.rich oil reservoirs will 

be found." 
If the American oil industry had not been develop- 
ed to the highest state of efficiency before the war,
